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How To SERVE OYSTERS.

Oysters are very seldom breaded and fried at
home in a perfect manner. The mistake watch
most cooks make is t.. Incase them In eRg and
bread crumbs. This ls seldom a success. The
coating comes off. giving to Ihe oysters a piebald
appearance, and they ure usually overcooked In
tin- attempt to brown them evenly.
For ii dish of fried oysters, select sound oysters

which have hist been opened. It ls more essential
that the oysters shall be (Ino flavored than that
they shall be larfte, though large oysters are de¬
sirable. Flatten each oyster slightly and lay them
In fresh milk while you pr. pare a mixture of equal
parts Of sifted cracker crumbs and Hour. Oyster
crackers, or the richer butter crackers, are good
for this purpose. Let the fat L» very hot. Drain
the oysters one by one out of tha milk, and dip
them Into tim pulverized crackers and flour. Lay
tin tn in a wire basket and Immerse them in the
bot fat for two or three minutes.
Drain them, lay them for a minute on coars»

brown paper, and slip them on a folded napkin
and place them "ti a hot platter. Garnish them
with ; little parsley and quarters of lemons.
The folded napkins which an- laid on platters for

thc reception ol' fried articles should !". of some
cheap quality, kept t..r this purpose. They si,<.;i.i
I-- ..I.mn half a yard square nn.i half a dozen will
be en., igh for use in a family.
When fried articles have been properly cooked

and drained, the napkins will hardly be greasy, but
th. ¦. :r>' Intended to absorb nu; remnant of grease
Which may be left. A mere dash of cayenne 1«
sometimes added to fried oysters before they aro
cooked, Serve with the fried oysters the thinnest,
daintiest slices of graham bread, lightly buttered.
The whitest, crispest celery is also a delightful
accompanlmenL

USES FOR PARISIAN CATS.

PRIZED AS PETS. BI'T MAXY FIND THEIF
WAV TO THE RESTAFRANT KITCHENS.
An exhibition of cats ls to be held shortly at th*

.Tardln d'Accllmatlon. This suggests the subject ol
the cat's social position In France, says a corre
spondent of "The Boston Transcript." Since th*
Revolution the animal has conquered In this conn
try "tomes les libertes," excepting that of wearlnf
an entire tall, for In many districts lt ls the fashlor
to cut lt short. In Paris cuts are much cherished
wherever they can be without causing leo mud
unpleasantness with the landlord. The system ol
living In flats ls not favorable to cat culture, foi
the animal, not having every access either to th*
tiles above or to the gutter below, ls likely to pin*
for want of fresh air and the society of Its con¬

geners. In a well-ordered Paris house occupied b>
numerous tenants a cat dares not put foot upon th*
stairs, and even the mildest suggestion of feline
neighborhood in the atmosphere ls enough to make
111-nature.I locatalres call to arms. If la the privi¬
lege of those who live on ground floors to be ab!*
to keep cats, and lt ls one that ls largely taken ad¬
vantage of. Probably In no other city do these ani¬
mals Ila In shop windows and on counters with
such an arrogant air of proprietorship In restau¬
rants a very large and fat cat ls kept* ns an adver¬
tisement of thn good feeding to be obtained on the
premises. There ls Invariably a cat In a charbon-
nler's shop, and the animal ls generally one that
was originally white, but long ago came to the con¬

clusion that all attempts to keep Itself clean were

hopeless.
Its consolation ls that lt ls never blacker than Its

master. It H well known that the lonrT-halred va¬
riety of cat called Persian or Angora ls much es¬

teemed In Farls, and it ls 1 red to some extent for
sale. It ls of so amiable a character that lt ls sup¬
posed to turn Its back upon a mouse, so that If
may not be tempted to do violence. In the prov¬
inces French cats are usually very low-bred ani¬
mals, with plebeian heads and tails, the stringltke
appearance of the latter no: being Improved by
cropping.
Although not generally esteemed as an article of

food In FtnnrV, there ure still many people scat¬
tered throughout the country who maintain that a
civet de chat ls ns good, or better than a civet de
lievre. To practise the illusion upon themselves
that lt ls a hare, they are careful to keep head,
tail and claws out of the dish. The weakness of
Baudelaire and Th^ophlle Gautier for cats was

(tuite of another kind. Ko Is that of thc poet Fran¬
cois Coppeo for these renowned serenader* and
soothers of the ear of night. The Inspired old
bachelor would as lief eat one of his brother
Academicians as a cat, for to Um the animal ls
as sacred at lt was to tim Egyptians of old. Th"
society of hi* feline pets ls to him ewr delightful
and consoling, and lt may have Inspired him to
write som-' of his most melodious verses. Never¬
theless, lm ls not the cat's poet. Thia honor be¬
longs to Charles fros, who wrote:

Paris restaurant. There ls reason for such exces¬
sive caution in restaurants of lather low decree
A few years ago n butcher In the Palais Hov.
quarter was sent to prison for having tried to palm
off a very fine Angola cat for lamb upon a restau¬
rateur whom he wa* in the habit of supplying. Tho
.at h.id scratched the butcher's child, and the
tender-hearted father gave un order for the imme¬
diate execution of the animal. He then thought
lt would be a pity to waste lt, so, having cut off Its
head, feet .-ind tall, lie void lt to the restaurateur
a; an attractive price. The restaurateur, perceiv¬
ing some fur that had been forgotten, and having
a grudge against the butcher, called In an In¬
spector, and the result was what luis been already
stated There are worse risks at Parts restaurants
than of eating nit, which lt appears ls wholesome
'..I enough, provided you suppose it to be some¬
thing else.
